DYNAMITE FIEND'S WORK.

A Dastardly Attempt to Murder the
Family of Frank Konjo.

Detrolt, Nov. 15.+The house of Frank
Konjo, a Pole, In the Michigan ave-
nue road, a mile outside of the city
Hmits was wrecked by the explosion
of two sticks of dynamite about 10.30
o'clock last night and three persons
were serjously Injured, two of them
probably fatally. Those injured are:

Frank Koajo, body and lege terribly
lncerated, will  probable die; Bob
Ewern, both eyes blown out, skull (rac-
tured, probably futally Injurcd; Jose-
phine Konjo, daughter of Frank Konjo,
badly cut and hruised.

Seven other versons who were sleep-
ing In the house at the time of the ex-
ploslons occurred escancd Injury.

The explosions evidently were the re-
sult of a delibernte nlot (o murder
Konjo and fumily in' settlement of an
old feud. One of the charges of dyna-
mite had been placed under Josephine's
bedroom and the other under that oe-
cupled by Konjo, Josephine and Ewers
were sitting in Josenhine's room when
the first exnlosion occurred, the charge
shooting stralght up through the Hoor
into Ewers' fnee, part of it siriking
the girl.
